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MAMIE  DOUD  EISENHOWER 
BIRTHPLACE 
ISSUES  SPECIAL  MEDALS 
IN  HONOR  OF 
HER  100TH  BIRTHDAY 


The  Mamie  Doud  Eisenhower 
Birthplace  in  Boone,  Iowa  has  unveiled  a 
set  of  medals  to  commemorate  the  100th 
anniversary  of  Mamie  Doud  Eisenhower’s 
birthday  and  her  birthplace. 

Larry  Adams,  Curator  of  the 
Birthplace,  said  the  medals  will  provide 
lasting  momento  of  first  lady  Mamie 
Doud  Eisenhower,  the  late  wife  of 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  Mamie 
was  born  in  Boone  on  November  14, 
1896.  Eisenhower  was  President  from 
1953  to  1961. 

Adams  said  there  are  two  versions  of 
the  limited  edition  medals  available  to  the 
public. 

The  first,  struck  in  copper,  will  cele¬ 
brate  Mamie’s  100th  birthday.  An  illustra¬ 
tion  of  Mamie  and  the  caption  “Mamie 
Doud  Eisenhower  100th  Birthday  1896-1996,  Boone,  Iowa,”  appears  on 
the  obverse  of  the  medal.  An  illustration  of  the  home  at  709  Carroll 
Streetappears  on  the  reverse  of  the  medal.  The  copper  medal  is  available 
for  $7.50,  plus  $1.00  for  postage  and  handling. 

The  second  medal,  struck  in  pewterm  is  a  medal  that  commemorates 
the  Birthplace.  The  same  illustrations  appear  on  the  medal,  but  the  cap¬ 
tion  reads  “  Mamie  Doud  Eisenhower  BIRTHPLACE,  709  Carroll  Street, 
Boone,  Iowa.”  The  pewter  medals  are  $6.00  plus  $1.00  for  postage.

The  medals  were  made  by  a  firm  called  Martguild  in  Chagrin  Falls, 
Ohio,  Slartguild  makes  medals,  coins,  key  chains,  paperweights,  and 
other  related  items. 

Adams  says  this  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  museum  and  the 
Birthplace  that  commemorative  medals  have  been  offered  featuring  the 
birthplace. 

A  limited  number  of  the  copper  medals  were  presented  to  past  and 
present  Birthplace  Trustees  at  a  special  ceremony  honoring  them,  and 
marking  the  unveiling  of  a  1962  Plymouth  Valiant  automobile  once 
owned  by  Mamie  Doud  Eisenhower  and  recently  donated  to  the 
Birthplace  by  Charles  “Bebe”  Rebozo  of  Key  Biscayne,  Florida.  The  car 
was  featured  in  a  recent  book  about  presidential  automobiles, 
“Presidential  Cars  and  Transportation,”  by  William  D.  Siuru,  Jr.,  and 
Andrea  Stewart,  published  in  1995  by  Krause  Publications  of  lola, 
Wisconsin. 

The  Mamie  Doud  Eisenhower  Birthplace  has  a  museum  and  library  in 
the  lower  level  and  has  been  open  to  visitors  since  June  of  1980.  The
